fever became epidemic. I do not know 
that there is any scientific relation 
between the two forms of fever, bat 
it was a notorious fact fifty years ago 
that an epidemic of yellow fever was 
almost invariably accompanied by an 
epidemic of dengue. 
Since the yel­ 
low fever has been practically stamp­ 
ed out through the discovery that it is 
spread by a single species of mosqui­ 
to ( it has also been discovered that 
mosquitoes are the vehicle for spread­ 
ing dengue, which is comparatively a 
harmless fever, but exceedingly un­ 
comfortable while it is running its 
course, and occasionally is accompan­ 
ied by complication 
which result fa­ 
tally. 
The people of Comanche ought 
to organize a drive to kill out mos­ 
quitos. 
There are seeps 
below 
the 
Anthony lake-dam which create pools 
of stagnant water that are prolific 
breeding plates, and the whole west 
end is affected with swarms of the 
pests, 
A few dollars worth of crude 
oil used at frequent intervals would 
destroy all such breeding places. 
If 
windmill tanks are left open they also 
should be kept coated with oil,

in stamp collecting. I got into confab 
with some of the big league profes­ 
sional* of stamp collecting, the New 
York brokers of big houses that buy 
«nd sell stumps of every value, frotn 
the sort they purchase literally by the 
ton nnd handle with scoop shovels* to 
ttie rarities that Hre handled gingerly 
with little tongs, like precious Jewels, 
Charles Phelps Cushing writes In Les­ 
lie's. 
In a high vaulted room, walled and 
roofed with glazed white tiles, like • 
cellar grill room or a high-celtinged 
subway station—though it opened on­ 
to the sidewalk of a sunlit side street 
in uptown New York—one of these 
professionals told mo stories of the 
adventures of “Hawaiinn blues,” old 
Hn**od<*tes made timely by the mrord 
price that Ferrary stamps recently 
fetched In Paris. 
“Missionaries,” the trade calls this 
Hawaiian issue, lie said, because they 
were printed In a day when American 
clergymen invaded the “Sandwich” 
islands to convert 
the native's to 
Christianity. Every relative or known 
correspondent of those 
evangelists, 
any one to whom a letter that bore 
one of those rare stamps might have 
been sent, has been traced by profes­ 
sional collectors seeking new “finds.” 
“A few years ago,” the professional 
collector related, “we knew of only ten 
copies of that first issue. Then in an 
old schoolhouse in the islands two 
more turned up by accident. A visitor 
to that school house noticed under 
some peeling whitewash in the corner 
an old yellow envelope. He pulled It 
out of the plaster and found on it tw'o 
blue scraps of paper, each worth a 
small fortune.” 
Another story of Hawaiian-, this 
time concerned with genuine copies but 
not so rare an issue, relates of a bar­ 
gain made from New York by mail 
through California agents. A repre­ 
sentative of one of the big eastern 
stamp agencies, a man of the type 
that busebnll would describe as a 
“semipro,” worked on a Los Angeles 
newspaper and had stamp collecting 
on a commission basis as a side line.

had been forced to leave previous par­ 
ish for the same reason. 
No grand jury investigation will be 
made of the flogging case, according 
to district court authorities, and so 
far no clue has been furnished which 
could possibly lead to the apprehen­ 
sion of the guilty parties.

the grand jury adjourned last week. 
Officers stated Monday

The Most Unique Campaign In Texas Politics

Eighty six years ago Texas was freed from Mexican 
lule and turned her face forward with a vision of the fu­ 
ture, her statesmen realizing full well that hardships 
almost unmeasurable stood out before them like treach­ 
erous precipices overhanging unfathomable gorges. 
Undaunted in spirit, imbued with patriotic detei-mina- 
tion, they faced the future with nerve in their arms and 
steel in their souls, ready to combat and conquer oppres­ 
sion. 
In the early days of Texas history men were honest 
just like we have honest men today. Men were imbued 
with the desire to serve just like we have men today seek­ 
ing to render a service truly beneficial and worth while. 
Time works many wonders, but at the same time it seems 
to burn up the dross. The bad we have had with us al­ 
ways and throughout the unfolding generations to come 
men will be selfish and concerned not for others. En­ 
vironments have much to do with the characteristics of 
each of us, and as the crowd is augmented the more cer­ 
tain one must be of his bearings. 
Conditions are now abnormal and on every hand 
there is something to indicate to us the seriousness of 
the whole situation. In spite of the many wonders work­ 
ed and the dross that may have burned there is much 
to concern those inclined to study analytically the trend 
of events and the field of present day politics offers 
much food for thought along these lines, and no man or 
woman should fail to take note and after grasping the 
situation in their own minds should in concerted action 
move against those things that advertise us as an un­ 
couth and foul mouthed people. 
Freedom of speech and the press, as guaranteed in 
our constitution, were not intended as safety zone 
wherein men might wantonly defile and debauch the 
character of another and go unpunished. Too often, 
because of public etiquette, men and women are forced 
to sit and listen to the vulgar utterances of a public 
speaker who has no regard for refinement, or for the 
feelings of othei's. 
If a candidate for office should stoop so low as to 
purposely misrepresent an opponent’s position, or to 
speak an untruth concerning, he should be branded by 
the public as the commonest of liars, and a resume of 
campaign events, both national and state, warrants the 
suggestion that if in the constitutional rights of free­ 
dom of speech and press, these privileges are guaran­ 
teed, then it is time to throw this constitutional right 
some manner of protection to the innocent. 
In this campaign the characteristics of the several 
candidates were representative of centuries. We were 
reminded of those days when men forgot God and tor­ 
tured their fellow men to gain some selfish aims, and 
again we saw that beautiful chivalric character wearing 
the armor of truth rising far above the petty jealousies 
that mar and dwarf and tell the story of men’s weaknes­ 
ses. We met, mixed and mingled with those who recken 
character as the standard of eminence, and count moral 
worth more than royal blood. We came to know men 
who would prefer political exile rather than stoop to 
questionable deeds, or to sacrifice one degree of that 
sterling manhood that outshines the glittering gold of 
all the earth. 
Yes, character has come to be reckoned and the 
standard of eminence and truth outlives the inumerable 
catalogs of lies and slander, abuse and scathing epithets, 
In a measure, men’s characters have become mere polit­ 
ical footballs to be kicked and tossed by some character 
hell-bound seeking to debauch, defile and at last destroy. 
The old adage “All’s fair in love and war’’ has been 
widened in its scope and now we say all is fail- in love, 
war and politics. Nothing is fair if it be not right, and 
the most damnable, the most corruptible, the most hel­ 
lish influence at work i npolitical circles today is the dis­ 
position on the part of some narrow minded foul mouth­ 


ed egot to drag down some worthy being to shame and 
disgrace, forgetting that we must live on together un­ 
til time shall bring us to that river that marks the un­ 
known shores of life, where men step across the great 
divide into eternity, their characters then to be meas­ 
ured by the standard God has said all men shall be meas­ 
ured by. 
Men and women of Texas, sit yourselves down for a 
brief review of present day indulgences. 1 believe it was 
James Whitcomb Riley who said: 


“Forget not that no fellow being yet, 
May fall so low but love may lift his head; 
Even the cheek of shame with tears is wet, 
If something good be said.” 


If, as by miracle, I could today place upon your head 
a machine so powerful in mechanism, that it would por­ 
tray your entire past and throw it upon the canvass 
where it could be seen by those who know you, would 
you be able to stand? As a few towering mountain 
peaks lift their heads in majestic splendor above others, 
perchance here and there a few of the children of men 
might be able to stand and face such a situation. 
I have said this campaign was the most unique in 
Texas history, and this is peculiarly true of the guberna­ 
torial campaign. We witnessed a governor going be­ 
fore his people to give an account of his stewardship, 
to speak to them concerning their own interests in the 
great state of Texas, its institutions, its resources and 
its possibilities. His had been an ambition to serve. His 
had been an ambition to write into the life of Texas a 
noble aspiration, on the part of her citizenship, for those 
higher and nobler impulses on the part of men. 
Three men were seeking to defeat him for re-elec­ 
tion, and innumerable mis-statements and falsehoods 
were circulated in an effort to discredit him in the minds 
of his constituents, but he cared not so much for the 
honors of office as for the honors of service. Not on one 
single occasion did he ask you to return him to office. 
He announced for re-election, paid the price for his 
name being printed upon the ballots, then in that unveil­ 
ed fashion talked to you about your own business that he 
had been directing for you. 


“No bitter chords of slander or abuse, 
No words of hate nor flaming epithets fell 
From lips tuned ever to speak the truth, 
Sprang memories of “serving well,” 
’Twas not that he had done it all, 
Nor that you and I had lost the view, 
But with a vision of a better day to come 
He did the best he knew to do. 
Let these unselfish, purposely wrought 
Victories of worth, yours and mine, 
Purchased by a heart’s desire to serve, 
Be beacon lights forever to shine.” 


There are few men like this man, Pat M. Neff. He 
cares nothing for false plaudits of men. He smiles the 
smile of one who is happy in the consciousness of having 
served his fellow man, and as tired day sinks into the 
arms of restful night, he is able to lay himself down in 
peace knowing that he has done no man a wrong. 
Let this be a lesson to us for the future political cam­ 
paigns. Let ue seek to build, not to tear down. Let us 
buckle about us the armor of truth and put our shoul­ 
ders to the wheel for a constructive era in Texas, to en­ 
large her educational advantages, make better her eco­ 
nomic conditions and to bring about the satisfaction in 
the hearts of her people that will make Texas and her 
people the best on earth to pass on to those who come to 
take our place an heritage rich in splendors secured 
through an honest effort to serve.—San Antonio Ex­ 
press.
